Beginning 
with Volume 4 the title was changed to 
‘“Histochemie/Histochemistry/Histochi- 
mie’. From Volume 38 to Volume 102 the 
journal was called “Histochemistry”; this 


was changed to “Histochemistry and Cell 
Biology” with the first issue of Volume
